The New York Nation says: 
readers may like to know something of the way 
in which ‘mounted’ books, of which we see so 
many nowadays, ere produced. It-has come to 
be a regular business, and gives employment 
and a good living to a considerable number of 
persons. One man in particular hag made him- 
self a name by his skill in this manufacture. He 
buys wherever he can lay his bands on them, 
but principally at auctions, all Illustrated books, 
no matter what may be their subjects. The il- 
lustrations are cut out carefully, with as littie 
injury to the book as possibie, and they are then 
accurately clossified and put into portfolios, 
The man we speak of as having gained a name 
for himself in this business employs several 
boys, who are kept busy cutting out, assorting, 
and indexing the illustrations. This indezing is 
done with great care, and the portfolios are 
gone over every day, to see that their contents 
are in order. Suppose ‘Sir Walter Scott's 
Life and Works to be the beek to be mounted.“ 
The master takes his piace at the table, round 
which stand the boys with their portfolios, and 
reads over the index appended to any edition of 
Scott. Perbaps the first word in the lex is 
‘Abbotsford.’ The apprentices dash at their port- 
folios, examine their several indexes, call out. 
‘Here's Abbotsford, sir. Here's another,’ and 
no matter how many there may be, the master 
takes them all, if they are different one from an- 
other. Thentothe next word in the index, and 
any engraving connected however slightly with 
the word, or however slightly with the subject of 
the work to be illustrate d. is fish for the mount- 
er's net. In their 
neatness with which the illustrations are mount- 
ed, the skill with which the binder has done his 
part aud not every binder can bind a ‘mount 
ed’ book—these volumes are often very attract- 
ive. But they are also often queer messes, and 
it is painful to a real lover of books to think how 
many beautiful, rare and valuable books must 
have been mutilated and destroyed for men of 
his kind, by these remorseicss fanatics. 
The lover of books, too, may be 
curious to know what becomes of the 
volumes out of which the illustrations have 
been cut by the book-mouater. They are made 
up into lots and sold at auction for whatever 
they will fetch, and the sum, ne matter what it 
may be, is set down to the credit of the mounted 
book in estimating its market value. The muti- 
lated books are—the reader may be surprised to 
hear—eagerly sought after by lending libraries 
of all sorts, ‘Circulating,’ Mechanics', ‘Sunday- 
school,’ Village libraries, reading clubs, book- 
clubs, ete., ete. These institutions greatly pre- 
fer books without illustrations, because these 
are never cut or mutilated, while no book with 
pictures in it is safe. One library in our own 
city makes it a rule never, if it be possible to 
avoid it, to buy a book with illustra ions, and

Ice Fleas. 
The water flea, Daphne pulez,is a well-known 
inhabitant of rivers and fresh water lakes, and 


being distinctly visible to the naked eyc, often 


attracts the attention of water drinkers. 
Though a harmless crustacean, this little crea 
ture nat only excited great interest in the 
parliamentary committee during the last ses- 
sion, but exercised a very powerful influcnce 
over the choice ofa water supply. for the north- 
“ern capital of Great Britian. e ice flea, if 
known at all, is certainly less cc lichens d, and 
pro ibably by no means likely to be so potent 
in its parliamentary influence; pever he 
short account of it may not be wholly uninter- 
esting.

The ice flea is about om 
twelfth of an inch long. Viewed through a 
pocket lens, it would seem to have six legs, 
supporting a body obscurely jointed like that 
of a bee, and furnished with two jointed an- 
tennz. The total length of the insect ap- 
peared to be about six times its thickness, the 
antenn being about one-feurth as long as 
the body. The insects were not found under 
every stone; they generally occurred under 
fragments of rock presenting a surface of 
about a square foot, and haying a thickness of 
from two to four inches. Stones of this size 
are sufficiently warmed by the sun’s rays to 
melt the ice bencath them more rapidly than 
it is liquified by the direct. solar rays. 

A surface of rock absorbs luminous thermal 
rays better than does a surface of compara- 
tively white ice, and it transmits these rays to 
the ice beneath it, partly by condaction and 

art ly by radiation from its under surface 

he stone thus melts its way an inch or two 
deep into the ice, forraing for itself a kind of 
basin. Sometimes these cavities are water- 
tight, and then any space between the stone 
and the walls of its basin are filled with water 
derived from the melting icc "nder such 
conditions I have never found — fleas be- 
neath the stones. But occasionally the ice 
basin is drained, and it was under stones rest- 
ing in such comparatively dry basins that the 
insects were found. In all eases nearly the 
whole of the fleas were found upon the ice, 

very few being attached to the stones. They 
were grouped together in shoals, so that prob- 
ably forty or fifty of them frequently rested 
upon a single square inch of ice. On remov- 
the insects were very lively,

A soft 
corn is only different because it is protected 
between the toes and extends into the flesh. 
It is erroneous to suppose that tight boots or 
shoes is the sole cause of corns. Farmers are

tion, The seams in socks or stockings ald 
“4 shoe in raising corns. There is no 
nthe to a corn, as is generally supposed.

One specimen on exhibition 
in a Broadway office is nearly two inehes thick, 
colored like a meerschaum With various hues, 
and extended from the great to the third 
toc. Fungus, or proud flesh, was under 
it. This was entire ly removed within a 
short time, with scarcely any pain, and with- 
out the loss ofadrop of blood. Broken, in- 
verted, and club nails are removed very 
quie kly by a good operator.

The tenderness of the quick is 
at once healed by ointment. The old-fash- 
ioned way of violently tearing out the nail 
with forceps caused a horrid sensation, and is 
now only in vogue among barbarous bunglers. 
Tumors under the nail and water-sacs under 
the skin of the hand, near a nail, are also pain- 
lessly and quickly disposed of, There are 
over one hundred corn doctors in this city. 
About twenty call themselves by the more 
dignified title, “chiropodists.’’ Perhaps 
a dozen are meritorions of pub- 
lic patronage, and a lesser num- 
ber are experts and equal for diffi- 
cult cases. There is one lady practitioner. 
Several are well-to-do, and three are called 
wealthy. These have offices upon the princi- 
pal thoroughfares, and transacta large amount 
of business.

One or two 
have been cxposed in the public prints as swin- 
dlers and extortionists, but there are repu- 
table genjlemen in the profession.

Something About Echoes. 

A good.car can not distinguish one sound 
from another unless there is an interval of onc 
ninth of a second between the arrival of the 
two sounds. Sounds must, therefore, suc- 
ceed cach other at an interval of one-ninth of 
a second in order to be heard distinctly. Now, 
the velocity of sound being eleven hundred 
and twen y feet asecond, in one-ninth of a 
second the sound would travel one hundred 
and twenty-four feet. 

Repeated echoes happen when two obstac- 
les are placed opposite to one another, as par- 
allel walls, for example, which reflect the 
sound successively. 

At Ademach, Bohemia, there is an echo 
which repeats seven syllables three times; at 
Woodstock, in England, there is one which 
repeats a sound seventeen times during the 
day and — times during the night. An 
echo in the villa —— tta, near Milan, is said 
to repeat a sharp sound some thirty times 
audibly. The most celebrated echo among 
the ancients was that of the Metelli, at Rome, 
Ms hich, according to tradition, was § capable of 

repeating the first line of the A®neid, con- 

8 syllables, eight times distinctly. 
irch describes an echo at Rosenheath, 
Argyleshire, which it is said does not now exist. 
When eight or ten notes were played upon a 
trumpet, they were returned by this echo upon 
akey a third lowerthan the original noies, 
and shortly after upon a key still lower. Dr. 
Page describes au echo in Fairfax c ounty, 
Virginia, whieh possesses a similar curious 
property. This ccho gives three distinct rep- 
etitlons, the second much the most distinct. 
Twenty notes played upon a flute are returned 
with perfect clearness. But the most singular 
part of this echo is, that some notes of the 
scale are not returned in their places, but are 
— 2 with notes which arc either thirds, 
fifths, or octaves.
